Seattle People Getting 
Up Steam. 


‘The Portland ard More Cold 
Due Today, 


Newspaper Men Set Forth to 
Meet Her. 


New Route to Be Established to the 
Kliondyke—An Expedition by 
Mounted Police—One Hundred 
Passengers Leave for Skaguay. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1] 

SEATTLE, Aug. 24.—The steamer 
Portland will probably arrive tomor- 
row, being reported off Cape Flattery 
tonight. Lookouts have been posted 
all the way to the mouth of the strats 
to repori the first sight of the steamer, 
and the populace is ready to go wild 
with enthusiasm when she arrives. 

A large party of newspaper men left 
by steamer City of Seattle for Port 
Townsend tonight. They expected to 
intercept the Portland with a tug, but 
are rather late in starting. Thick 
weather, caused by fog and smoke, 
makes the chances about even that 
they may miss the treasure ship. 

A NEW ROUTE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24.—A new 
route is to be established to the placer 
fields of the Klondyke. The journey 
will be made from this city to Wran- 
gle, where a steamer will be taken up 
the Stickeen River, a distance of sev- 
enty miles. From that point to Lake 
Teslin the trip will be made by stage. 
Lake Teslin is at the head of Hootal- 
ingua River, and from there a steamer 
will ply on the Lewis and Yukon rivers 
to Dawson City, a distance of 450 miles. 

The stage line will be owned and 
managed by John Allman, the well- 
known stage proprietor. He will place 
ten coaches and one hundred horses 
on the road. ‘The fare for the staging 
is to be $1 a mile for passengers.

CANADIAN MOUNTED POLICE. 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) Aug. 24.—The Min- 
ister of the Interior has left for a 
brief holiday on the’ Atlantic Coast, 
but before his departure he reached a 
most important decision. It was tothe 
effect that a small detachment of 
mounted police should at once proceed 
from Edmonton, Alberta, and endeavor 
to reach the Klondyke country from 
the eastern slope of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 

Edmonton is the most northerly rail- 
road point in the Canadian Northwest 
Territory, being 190 miles north of Cal- 
gary. The route to be followed is by 
the way of the Nelson and Lard riv- 
ers to the Deafe, and up this river to 
the Pelly. They will follow the Pelly 
River to its junction with the Lees, and 
the Lees to the Klondyke, a total of 
1370 miles. This is not the Mackenzie- 
river route. As the police are to take 
horses with them, it is obvious that the 
authorities consider this route practica- 
ble, or, at any rate, is worth examining.

THE BLITHE BLUEBIRD. 


A Beautiful and Harmless Creature, 
That Deserves Protection. 
{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 19. —The De- 
partment of Agriculture has a pleas- 
ant word to say for the common and 

familiar bluebird. 

This bird is an inhabitant of all the 
States east of the Rocky Mountains 
and from the Gulf of Mexico north- 
ward into Canada. It Winters as far 
north as Southern Illinois, in the Mis- 


1 sissippi Valley, and in Pennsylvania in 


the East. In Spring it is one of the 
first migrants to arrive in the Northern 
States, and is always welcomed as an 
indication of the breaking up of win- 
ter. It frequents orchards and gar- 
dens, where it builds its nest in hollow 
trees, or takes advantage of a nesting 
box provided by the enterprising 
farmer’s boy. 

So far as the department knows, this 
bird has not been accused of stealing 
fruit or preying upon any crops. An 
examination of 205 stomachs shows 
that 76 per cent. of the food consists of 
insects and their allies, while the other 
24 per cent. is made up of various 
vegetable substances, 
stomachs taken ‘during the _ winter. 
Beetles constitute 28 per cent. of the 


whole food, grasshoppers 22, caterpil- 
lars 11, and various insects, including 
quite a number of spiders, comprise 


he insect diet. All 
less harmful, except 
a few predaceous beetles, which amount 
to 8 per cent., but in view of the large 
consumption of grasshoppers and cat- 
erpillars, the department is willing to 
condone this shortcoming on the part 
of the bluebird. The destruction of 
grasshoppers is most noticeable in the 
months of August and September, 
when these insects form more than 60. 
per cent. of the bluebird’s diet. 

So far as the vegetable food is con- 
cerned, the bluebird is absolutely harm- 
less. The only trace of any useful 
product in the stomachs examined con- 
sisted of a few blackberry seeds, and 
even these probably belonged to wild 
varieties. Following is the list of the 
various seeds that were found in the 
stomachs of the birds: Blackberry, 
chokecherry, juniper berry, pokeberry, 
partridgeberry, greenbrier, Virginia 
creeper, bittersweet, holly, strawberry 
bush, false spikenard, wild ‘s&rsapar- 
illa, sumac, rose haws, sorrel, rag-. 
weed, grass and asparagus. 

This list shows how little the blue- 
bird depends upon the farm or garden 
for its diet, and indicates that by en- 
couraging the growth of some of these 
plants, many of which are ornamental, 
the bird can be induced to make its 
home on the premises. Large numbers 
of bluebirds were comreres during the 
storm of 1895.

CHICAGO COPPERS’ 
DID)’T WAKE HIM. 


AND BILLIES 


Chief Kipley’s Minions of the Law 


Try Their Strength Against Hyp-_ 


notic Influence—An Exhibition of 
the Science Stopped -With the 
Aid. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 

CHICAGO, Aug. 24—The Chicago 
police force has pitted its strength 
against the power of hypnotism, and 
the result may be termed a draw, 
Chief Kipley and his men, acting, as 
they said, in the interests of human- 
ity, sought to prevent an exhibition 
of a seven-days’ hypnotic sleep given 
at a North-side hall, and succeeded, 
but not until they had called upon 
the “professor” to release the sub- 
ject from his mesmeric influence. 

The subject was Samuel Berg, a 
young Danish barber. Berg was. put 
to sleep Sunday afternoon with the 
regulation passes, and it was an- 
nounced that he would sleep seven 
days and nights. Chief Kipley sent 


two detectives to make a report on. 


‘tthe exhibition. The sleuths found 
young Berg asleep in the presence 
of a crowd which included several 
physicians, who explained to the de- 
tectives that they were studying the 
effect of the prolonged hypnotic sleep 
on the subject. The physicians. were 
taking the affair seriously and said 
Berg was completely under hypnotic 
influence. The detectives were skepti- 
cal and proceeded to apply such gen- 
tle tests as pulling his ear, pinching 
his cheeks and tugging at his hair. 
But Berg did not stir. 

The detectives reported to Chief 
Kipley, who decided to stop the ex- 
hibition, and sent a detail of officers 
for that purpose. Lieut. Zery, who 
had charge of the expedition, gave 
Berg a rap on the sole of the shoe 
with his club, but the usual treatment 
applied by policemen to rouse sleepers 
was not effective. Then the officer 
proceeded to shake Berg and pinch his 
ears and slap his cheeks, but to no 
avail. Then he tried a trick that was 
never known to fail. He thrust his 
brawny thumb up under the armpit 
and gave a series of hearty pinches, 
But the motionless form gave no signs 
of life. All this time the professor 
was hovering excitedly about and 
protesting that the great hypnotic test 
was being held solely in the interests 
of science, and that its results were 
being anxiously watched by physicians 
and psychologists from California to 
Maine. The lieutenant cut him short 
by saying: ‘“‘The chief says this ex- 
hibition has got to stop. I can’t wake 
the boy up, and you've got to or Ill 
have to arrest the whole outfit.” 

Then with a few mysterious passes 
and a snap of the finger, the mesmer- 
ist released the subject, and the two 
proceeded to Chief Kipley’s office to 
protest against the interruption of 
their exhibition. 

In speaking of the matter, Chief 
Kipley said: “After having investi- 
gated the case, I considered it my duty 
to stop the exhibition for the sake of 
humanity. There is no telling but that 
the test might have resulted in the 
boy’s death. There is no doubt but 
that the boy was in a genuine hypnotic 
sleep. If the boy had died as a re- 
sult of the test, I would have been 
blamed for allowing the exhibition to 
take place. In the future no permits 
for exhibitions of the kind will be 
granted.” 


No Cut Rate for Merchants. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 24.-—The Mer- 
chants’ Association of this city re- 
ceived word today that, following the 
example of the Southeastern Passen- 
ger Association, the Western Passen- 
ger Association has declined to make 
a reduced rate in its territory fer 
merchants who wish to come to this 
city to buy goods. B. D. Caldwell, 
chairman of the Western Passenger 
Association, in his letter to the prési- 
dent of the Merchants’ Association 
says that the lines do not care to 
discriminate in favor of New York 
merchants, and there would not be 
enough business to reduce the rate,

BULL-HEADED, 


Strikers Yield None of! 


Their Demands. 


Conterence With Operators 
Miserable Failure, 


Split in the Ranks of the 
Producers Widens. 


Some Mine-owners Favor Starting 
Work With New Men—Others 
Wish to Surrender—Quiet at the 
Camps—Short Truce.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. .24.—The final 
effort to arrange a plan for ending 
the strike proved a failure, and the 
big coal strike goes on. The confer- 
ence between the committee of coal- 
miners and the operators’ national 
and district officials, closed at noon 
and adjourned sine die. A number of 
propositions were made by the opera- 
tors, but the miners’ representatives 


rejected all, standing by their original | 
strike by 


proposition to settle the 
arbitration and start the mines at a 
69-cent rate. 

Immediately after the close of the 
conference, J. B. Zerbe called a meet- 
ing of the operators for 2 o’clock this 
afternoon to discuss the situation and 
outline a plan of future action. Some 
operators favor the plan decided upon 
at the Cleveland conference to make 
a fight to start the mines with. old 
men if they can be induced to dig at 
54 cents, or import men to take their 
places. Others, however, say they will 
not aid in carrying out this plan, and 
favor complete surrender. 

The outlook after the adjournment 
of the conference seemed to: be en- 
couraging for the miners. There is no 
question as to the anxiety of opera- 
tors to start the mines. Nearly every 
coal company in Pittsburgh district 
was represented at the Monongehela 
House during the conference. 

Quiet prevails at the strikers’ camps 
around the De Armitt mines. Both 
sides are waiting ‘for the decision of 
the court in the cases of the five men 
arrested Saturday morning. The Sher- 
iff does not want to go on making ar- 
rests until he is sure the court will 
sustain him, and the strikers do not 
want to be arrested if the court will 
sustain the Sheriff. in making arrests. 
So a sort of truce has come about. 
This morning, on account of rain, the 
campers remained under shelter and 
passed an uneventful day, awaiting 
news of the conference between the 
operators’ and miners’ officials in ses- 
sion at Pittsburgh. 

STATEMENT BY OPERATORS. 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 24.—The oper- 
ators’ conference was in secret session 
for several hours, and when the doors 
were opened their press agent an- 
nounced that the mines would cer- 
tainly be started with the old diggers 
if possible, or with imported men if the 
old men refused to work. A commit- 
tee was appointed, composed of repre- 
sentatives of every firm in the district, 
to map out the mode of procedure for 
the resumption. 

The press committee of the operators 
who participated in the conference is- 
sued a-statement tonight purporting to 
be an account of the proceedings in

Standing in front of the regiment was 
a row of the highest army officers of 
Russia. 

The President, in a few words, spoken 
in Russian, greeted the soldiers, who 
replied with loud cheers.

BUFFALO (N. Y.,) Aug. 24.—An- 
other beautiful day greeted the veter- 
ans of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic today. All night long trains were 
arriving at brief intervals, depositing 
loads of veterans and sightseers. This 
morning thousands gathered around 
the different stations as early as 6 
o'clock, and the principal streets were 
filled with a jostling crowd of achamactene 
_ity. 

From dawn to darkness and tinks 
twilight to midnight, the great gather- 
‘ing of the Grand Army of the Republi¢ 
waxed greater and grander. The 
weather has been all that could be 
wished for. The Grand Army has 
turned out in greater’ numbers than 
ever before at a national encampment; 
and this is true also of the ex-prison- 
ers of War Association. and the Naval 
Veterans and the Woman’s Auxiliary 
bodies. 

Just as the songs of victory floated 
up from the triumphant hosts of Sher- 
man as they marched to the sea, so 
from the old soldiers gathered in Bufs- 
falo wells up a mighty mingling of 
thankfulness, of happiness and of joy, 
From early morning until late at night 
Main street held a continuous proces- 
sion of posts. Scores of them brought 
bands, and few, indeed, had no music. 

The features of the day were the ar- 
rival of President McKinley, accoms 
panied by Secretary Alger and Gov. 
Black of New York, the banquet to the 
President this evening and the parade 
of the Naval Veterans and Ex-Prise 
oners of War this morning. 

During the day there were more than 
thirty corps, brigades, regimental and 
company reunions. The Naval Veter- 
ans, Ex-Prisoners of War, Ladies of 
“the G.A.R. and the Association of 
Nurses held their conventions, and 
there were many receptions given by 
and to the ladies of the auxiliary asso<- 
ciations.

This 
evening there were a number of camp- 
fires for the men and receptions and 
musicales for the ladies.

DESIRES TO CARRY OUT HIS PRED- 
ECESSOR’S POLICY. 


Counts on the Cordial Friendship of 
the United States—The Claims of 
Americans — Reply to Demands 
for Autonomy.

LONDON, Aug. 24.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A dispatch to the Standard from 
San Sebastian says that Gen. Azcar- 
raga, the new Premier, desires to con- 
tinue the policy of his predecessor, 
Gefior Canovas del Castillo, as far as 
possible and does not apprehend any 
complications. He is confident that 
the United States will preserve its 
present attitude of cordial friendship 
and will not insist upon mediation. 

Spain would not refuse to submit to 
a commission for the settlement of 
claims of American citizens in Cuba, 
if on the understanding that only the 
damage suffered at the hands of her 
forces and authorities were to be the 
subject of examination, and reserving 
all her counterclaims arising from fili- 
bustering. 

Should Minister Woodford be in- 
structed to demand autonomy, Spain 
would reply that autonomy would have 
been granted long ago had the Cubans 
ceased to receive from the United 
States the moral and material assist- 
ance enabling them to prolong the 
struggle, and had they ceased to de- 
mand absolute independence.

LONDON, Aug. 24.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.]’ An official dispatch received from 
Simla states that Fort Maude in Khy- 
ber Pass, has been captured by Afridis, 
after desperate fighting, and burned. 
The fate of Fort Ali Musjed, simul- 
taneously attacked, is not known. 
Gen. Ellis will begin a concerted move 
against. the insurgent tribes today. 

MASSACRE OF SEPOYS. 

PESHAWAR, Aug. 24.—It is reported 
that a large number of Afridis, led by 
fanatical priests, attacked the Sepoys 
near Fort Ali Musied at noon yester- 
day, massacreing 300, capturing their 
rifles, and then proceeding in large 
forces to make an attack upon the 
British garrison on the Lowergat. 

-There. is a very uneasy feeling in 
Quetta, where the troops are under or- 
ders to be in readiness to march to 
Newchalom, which is the extreme out- 
post of the Afghan frontier outpost of 
Khandahar, and on the edge of the 
Registan Desert, between the provinces 
of Toba and Pishin. 

GRAVEST KIND OF NEWS. 

LONDON, Aug. 24.—It is admitted, 
even in official circles, that the news 
from Jndia is of the gravest descrip- 
tion. All those who are familiar with 
the. situation attach the greatest im- 
portance to the rising of the Afridis 
tribe, who, it is estimated, can muster 
35,000 men. The Afridis, however, only 
form a part of the insurgents. 

A letter from India, published in 
the Standard, emphasizes the belief 
that the Sultan of Turkey is at the 


‘back of the whole uprising. The Afri- 


dian newspapers comment severely on 
what they term the Marquis of Salis- 
bury’s bad diplomacy. 
INDIGNANT SIKHS. 

BOMBAY, Aug. 24.—The bridges in 
the Upper Punjab are strictly guarded 
by troops. It is reported that when the 
Mohammedans attacked Fort Shabak- 
dar they burned all the sacred books 
of the Sikh temple there. This ex- 
cited the greatest indignation among 
the Sikhs throughout the province, and 
the Sikh troops on the frontier are 
greatly incensed. : 
FORT JEWANGERA ABANDONED. 


SIMLA, Aug. 24.—Later details of 
the capture of Fort Maude by the in- 
Surgent tribesmen show ‘that the gar- 
rison of that place retired at 5:30 
o'clock yesterday, and the fort was 
burned half an hour later. The garri- 
son reached Col. Wesmacott’s relief 
column, coming from Kohat at 11:30 
o’clock. 

_At the same time that Fort Maude 
Was abandoned, the Khyber Rifles gar- 
risoning Fort Jewangera were com- 
Pelled to abandon that place. The 
area of active fighting is enlarging 
rapidly. 

The Afridis last evening attacked

So wrote Capt. M. G. Bolton to his 
lifelong frind, Thomas BE. Beatty, yes- 
terday morning. Between the writing 
of the note and its delivery only five 
minutes elapsed. In another five min- 
utes Mr. Beatty was at his friend’s 
bedside, only to find him breathing 
his last. Two minutes more and all 
was over with Capt. M. G. Bolton. 

He died by his own hand, did this 
gallant ex-soldier who had faced death 
on a hundred battlefields in Afghan- 
istan, in India and in Egypt. The Sa- 
hara’s blighting heat, Indian famine 
and plague, Himalayan snows and at- 
tacks of savage foes he withstood un- 
Scathed, in the end to fill a suicide’s 
grave, 


Capt. Bolton shot himself at his 
lodgings at Pico Heights, yesterday 
morning. He was book-keeper of the 
consumers’ department of the Los 
Angeles Electric Company, which is 
affiliated with the Los Angeles Light- 
ing Company, and has offices jn the 
Same building, corner of Fifth street 
and Broadway. 

The suicide, coming so close on ‘the 
heels of the defalcation of 
Blackman, cashier of the same com- 
pany, and an intimate friend of Capt. 
Bolton, created a great sensation. The 
hasty conclusion was formed that 
there must be some connection be- 
tween the two events; that Bolton 
must in some way have been impli- 
cated in Blackman’s thievery, and 
that remorse or fear of exposure drove 
him to self-destruction, | : 

According to the testimony given at 
the inquest and the statements of the 
officers of the Electric Company and 
all the associates of the dead man, 
there seems to be no reason what- 
ever to couple the tragedy with the 
Blackman trouble. W. B. Cline, pres- 
ident of both the Lighting and the 
Electric Company, W. H. Burns, treas- 
urer, and Thomas E. Beatty, collector, 
all unite in saying that Bolton’s ac- 
counts are straight, so far as known, 
and that his integrity has never been 
called into question. The taking of 
his own life is ascribed to extreme 
suffering from an abscess in the right 
side of the face, with which he had 
been afflicted for some time. 

The story that Capt. Bolton resigned 
his position the day previous to the 
tragedy is emphatically denied by 
President Cline and others. The only 
thing noted out of the usual in his 
actions on Monday aftern , was that] 
he left the office a little earlier than 
was his custom, but no comment was 
occasioned by. his doing so, as it was 
known that he was not feeling.well. 

Capt. Bolton. had resided for several 
years with his friend R.. A. Chadwick, 
in the latter’s house, corner -of, Pico 
and Telegraph streets. Mr. Chadwick 
is at vresent’in. Europe, and during 
his absence Capt. Bolton occupied the 
house alone, save the presence of his 
and Mr. Chadwick’s regular house- 
keeper. : 
7:15 o’clock yesterday morning. 
Capt. Bolton told the housekeeper to 
serve his breakfast an hour later than 
usual, and at the same time gave her 
the note quoted at the beginning of 
this article to deliver to his friend, Mr. 
Beatty, whose home is about three 
blocks distant from the Chadwick resi- 
dence. Mr. Beatty was in his buggy 
and just on the point of starting up- 
town when the note was handed to 
him. Thinking that his old friend was 
suffering more than usual from his 
ailment and imagined himself dying, 
Mr. Beatty hastily drove over to the 
house. He arrived before the house- 
keeper and went. direct to Bolton’s 
apartments. 

As Mr. Beatty entered the bedroom 
of his friend, a gory spectacle re- 


vealed itself. Capt. Bolton lay on his 


bed, with his life’s blood flowing from 
a ghastly wound in the right side of 
his head. His right hand, which lay 
limp across his breast, still clasped 
a revolver which told the tale. A 
piece of looking-glass lying on the 
bed in his left hand, showed that he 
used a mirror so that he could see 
that he aimed the weapon at a vital 
point. The muzzle of the pistol had’ 
evidentiy been shoved into the right 
ear. The bullet tore through the brain 
and lodged on the opposite side of 
the cranial cavity, just under the 
skull. 

Poor Bolton was past all relief when 
Mr. Beatty arrived. He was entirely 
unconscious and in about two minutes 


his heart had ceased to beat. 


Mr. Beatty advised the Coroner’s of- 
fice of the tragedy as soon as_ possi- 
ble, and Deputy Coroner Summerfield 
arrived at about 8:30 o’clock,. to take 
charge of the remains, which he sent 
to Orr & Hines’s morgue, where the 
inquest was held in the afternoon. 

The only farewell message left by 
the dead man was the note to Mr. 
Beatty, and a line scribbled on a sheet 
of paper left on a table near the bed. 
It was addressed to no one and read 
simply, “Break the news gently to 
my people.’ President Cline says the 
report that Bolton wrote a farewell 
note to him is erroneous. He received 
no communication from him whatever.

but to whom they were addressed is 
not known. 

Two chambers of the revolver, which 
was of 38-caliber, were empty, but 
there was nothing to show that’ more 
than one shot~had been fired in the 
room. It is possible that Bolton dis- 
charged the weapon once outdoors to 
see whether it was in working order. 
He was dressed only in a night shirt, a 
pair of trousers and slippers. All the 
evidence showed that he deliberately | 


planned the suicide and sent the house- }. 


keeper away on purpose to carry it out. 

At the inquest only two witnesses 
were examined, Mr. Beatty and Treas- 
urer Burns of the Electric Company. 
Mr. Beatty testified as to the facts of 
the suicide already narrated, and Mr. 
Burns testified as to Bolton's accounts, 
which he said were all right so far as 
he knew, and he had no reason to sus- 
pect that he was in any wise a de- 
faulter. The jury, on this showing, 
brought in a simple verdict of suicide 
by shooting. The Pacific Surety Com- 
pany is Bolton’s bondsman for $3000, 
and has received no notice that there 
is anything wrong in his accounts. 
Mr. Beatty, who:knew Capt. Bolton 
nearly all his life, says he was a na- 
tive of county Wexford, Ireland. They 
were schoolmates in their boyhood 
days, and subsequently Bolton entered 
the British army. He served with dis-. 
tinction in the Afghan and Egyptian 
wars, and rose to the rank of capiain. 
About ten years ago he resigned his 
commission and came to the United 
States, because his income was not 
large enough to live in the style that 
became a British officer. 

Bolton entered the.employ of the 
electric company eight -years-ago,. and 
always enjoyed the confidence of his 
employers and associates. He was of 
distinguished appearance, courtly man- 
ners and much respected by his ac- 
quaintances. During the first few 
years of his residence in Los Angeles 
he figured somewhat in society, but 
lately he was retiring in his habits 
and associated only with a few chosen 
friends... He was 42 years old. He has 
relatives living in Ireland, but none in 
this country, so far as known. . 

W. R. Blackman, the _ defaulting 
cashier of the electric company, when 
apprised of Bolton's death, in. the 
County Jail, appeared greatly shocked. 
He exonerated the dead man of all 
connection with his own _ troubles. 
Blackman, it appears, taught Bolton 
book-keeping when he first came to 
Los Angeles, and secured him employ- 
ment with the electric company. 
Naturally Bolton remained Blackman’s 
firm friend, and the cashier's down- 
fall undoubtedly preyed on his mind 
and may have accelerated the morbid 
feeling which led up to suicide. 

After the Blackman defalcation be- 
came known, experts were set to work 
on all the books of the lighting and 
electric companies, Bolton’s being in- 
cluded. The investigation is not yet 
completed, but President Cline stated 
positively vyvesterday that so fare all 
the discrepancies discovered have been 
of Blackman’s making. He believes 
that the result would show Bolton’s 
books to be correct and did not think 
that fear of the outcome of the exami- 
nation of his accounts had anything 
to do with Bolton’s suicide. 

The funeral will take place at 3 
o’clock this afternoon.

NOT A SANCTUARY. 


A SALOON IS NOT A HAVEN OF 
REFUGE FOR LAWBREAKERS. 


Police Board Rakes an Officer Over 
the Coals—Charges Against 
Boiler Inspector Charch., 


EARLSTON HELD TO ANSWER. 


HIS EXAMINATION BEFORE JUS- 
TICE YOUNG YESTERDAY. 


The Young Divorce Suit Still on in 
Judge Van Dyke’s Court—Suit for 
Half a Million Against Re- 
dondo Beach Company. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
met yesterday at the City Hall. An 
investigation was ordered in the case 
of Officer Johnson, charged with being 
remiss in the discharge of his duty. 
A committee of the City Council took 
up the case of Boiler Inspector Church, 
who is charged with inefficiency and 
negligence. The work of footing the 
valuations of the Board of Equalization 
has been almost completed by the City 
Clerk. 

Dick Earlston, charged with rape, 
was examined before Justice Young 
yesterday, and held to _answer_under 
bonds in the sum of $2500. Several 
witnesses were called to the stand by 
the prosecuting attorneys, among 
whom was Bula Minot, the complain- 
ing witness, and her parents. 

The Young divorce suit occupied the 
entire day in Judge Van Dyke’s court. 
The attorneys expect to submit the 
case today. 

W. Granes has entered suit 
against the Redondo Beach Company 
for $600,021.70 on a mortgage covering 
all the company’s real and personal 
property at Redondo Beach. In addi- 
tion to the above sum, Graves sues for 
interest and $20,000 attorney’s fees.

NEGLECT OF DUTY. 


POLICE BOARD DEMANDS EXPLA- 
NATIONS OF OFFICER JOHNSON. 


No More Rebates of Saloon Licenses 
to Be Granted—Investigating the 
Charges Against the Boiler In- 
specter—Equalized Valuation of 
City Property. 


The belief which sometimes seems to 
be entertained by policemen that a sa- 
loon-keeper is a being above the law 
and the saloon a sanctuary into which 
an officer may not intrude, received a 
blow yesterday morning at the meeting 
of the Police Board. Chief Glass had 
submitted a report from Officers John- 
son and Tyler relative to a fight which 
occurred last Sunday morning at the 


Fourth streets. A message had been 
sent to the station from the Van Nuys 
Hotel saying that a fight was in prog- 
ress at the saloon, and Officer Johnson 
Was sent to the scene of the disturb- 
ance. According to his own statement, 
the fight was over when he arrived, 
and he was unable to get into the 
saloon, as the door was locked. He 
‘could hear the sound of the cash regis- 
ter, showing that drinks were being 
sold, although it was then about 1:15 a. 
m. Officer Tyler corroborated this ac- 
count. 

Commissioner Gibbon moved that the 
proprietor of the saloon be notified to 
appear at the next meeting of the 
board and show cause why .his license 
should not be revoked. The motion was 
carried. Mr. Gibbon then remarked that 
‘it must be an inspiring sight to see 
an officer standing outside a glass door 
and unable to get in, although he knows 
that the law is being violated inside 
the premises.” He asked Chief Glass 
whether in his opinion the officer had 
not been remiss in his duty, and upon 
receiving an affirmative reply, Mr. Gib- 
bon offered a motion that Officer John- 
son should be suspended for ten days. 
The motion was seconded by Commis- 
sioner Preuss, and despite a protest 
from Commissioner McLain, 
thought the officer should be heard in 
his own defense, it was carried. Subse- 
quently, at the request of Chief Glass, 
the motion was reconsidered and the 
officer was directed to appear at the 
next meeting of the board and explain 
his conduct. 

The following applications for trans- 
fers of saloon licenses were favorably 
reported upon by Chief Glass and 
granted by the board:

THE INSPECTOR INSPECTED. 


’ Investigation of the Charges Against 
Charch, 


The Boiler Inspector.was thoroughly 
inspected yesterday evening, Pursuant 
to the resolution adopted by the Coun- 
cil last Monday, the special boiler com- 
mittee, the board of examining en- 
gineers, Boiler Inspector Church and 
his deputy, Mr. Little, met in the Coun- 


A number of engineers 
were also present. The examination 
occupied some two hours and was 
rather barren of results. It was evi- 
dent that personal feeling enters quite 
largely into the differences of the 
Boiler Inspector and the Board of En- 
gineers. 

A communication was presented 
which was signed by a large number of 
engineers and drillers, asking for the 
abolition of the Board of Engineers, 
and that they be succeeded by the 
Boiler Inspector and his deputy. Frank 
Rademacher, one of the Board of En- 
gineers, stated that this document was 
drawn up in the City Hall with the ap- 
proval, if not at the instigation, of the 
Boiler Inspector. Rademacher pro- 
ceeded to relate in detail the charges 
against Church. The first and seem- 
ingly the most serious offense in Rade- 
macher’s eyes, was the refusal of the 
Boiler Inspector to enter upon the min- 
utes of the board a resolution reflect- 
ing discredit upon himself. Rade- 
macher is employed as engineer in 
Maier & Zobelein’s brewery, and took 
offense at a notice sent to his em- 
ployers by Church, relative to the in- 
spection of the boiler. The other two 
‘members of the board espoused Rade- 
macher’s cause, and instructed Church 
to forward a letter to Maier & Zobelein, 
condemning Church's action in sendin 
the notice.’ Church was also 
to spread the letter upon the minutes 
of the board. Church, who asserts 
that he was merely discharging his 
duty in sending the notice, resented 
the reflection cast upon him and re- 
fused to obey the board’s direction. 

Church was questioned at some 
length about the petition for the abo- 
lition of the Board of Engineers, but 
denied that he was responsible for it. 
He read a typewritten-statement al- 
leging various irregularities on the part 
of the Board of Engineers, none of 
these charges, however, being relevant 
to the purpose of the investigation. 

As to the charge that Church and his 
deputy had made only a part of the 
inspections that should have been 
made, Church insisted that he had 
done his best. He said that he and 
his deputy had made all inspections 
due, with the possible exception of ten 
or twelve. As to the charge that the 
inspections were not properly made, 
Church said that in a large number of 
cases internal inspection of boilers was 
impossible. The man-holes were fre- 
quently too small to allow a man of 
ordinary size to enter them. Church 
said that he couldn’t get through a 
manhole that is less than nine by four- 
teen inches. As two of the members 
of the Board of Engineers measure 
about twenty feet in circumference, 
this defense might have been expected 
to carry some force.

TROUBLES OF GUE TING. 


Likely to Be Ended by a. Com- 
promise, 

Little Gue Ting was in court yester- 
day, waiting patiently for whatever 
fate should.be meted out to her at the 
hands of Commissioner Van Dyke, and 
representatives of the rival factions of 
Quon and Wong were theré,_ too. 
The former air of suppressed hos- 
tility seemed to have been smoth- 
ered down to at least. outward 
amicability, and -when the case 
was called the lawyers asked for a 
continuance until next Tuesday, as evi- 
dence had been discovered which might 
lead to a compromise between the two 
factions which are struggling for pos- 
session of little Gue Ting. 

The additional evidence in question 
has taken the shape of a _ telegram 
from San Francisco, which announces 
that Gue Ting’s certificate and photo- 
graph have been discovered, and that 
she was registered under the name of 
Don Kue. If the certificate is genuine, 
Gue Ting’s right to remain in the 
country cannot be questioned. Inspec- 
tor Putnam is grimly non-committal 
concerning the outcome, as he has 
learned through bitter experience just 
how unstable a thing is Chinese evi- 
dence in time of need. 

When Gue Ting fled from her masters 
and married Quon Lee, the Wong fac- 
tion declared that she had no certifi- 
cate, as she had been brought over 
two months after the time of Chinese 
registration. The Quons declared that 
she had been duly registered, but that 
the Wongs had stolen and secreted her 
.certificate, preferring that she should 
be sent back to China rather than 
given up to the Quon faction, of which 
her newly-wedded husband was a 
member. 

Now it is said by those who are in 
the inner circle of Chinese intrigues 
that a compromise will be effected. 
Cold cash is a powerful salve for 
wounded pride, and the Wongs are said 
to have offered to withdraw the infor- 
mation, produce the certificate, and 
abandon all claim to the girl for a 
consideration of $800 down. The Quons 
have offered $300, and have finally 
risen to $400, but there the matter 
stands. The whole case has gone over 
until next Tuesday and little Gue Ting 
will spend another week in jail.

‘THE EARLSTON CASE. 


DEFENDANT HELD TO ANSWER ON 
A CHARGE OF RAPE. 


Bula Minot, His Alleged Victim, Tes<« 
tifles "Against Him—Father and . 


Mother also Called to the Stand, 
‘Bonds Fixed at $2500. 


Dick Eariston, the aeronaut, was 
held by Justice Young yesterday to an- 
swer to a charge of committing rape 
on Bula Minot. The examination:oc- 
cupied nearly the entire day, and sev- 
eral witnesses were put on the stand 
in behalf of the prosecution. Earlston 
made no defense. : 

Bula Minot was sworn and testified 
concerning the details of the alleged 
offense. She was subjected to a rigid 
cross-examination by Earlston’s attor- 
ney, but her testimony was straight- 
forward and unshaken. During her 
cross-examination the girl broke into 
tears and the proceedings were inter- 
rupted for half an hour. Bula finally 
stated that Earlston was continually 
motioning to her not to answer the 
questions put by the attorneys, and 
that she could not go on further until 
he was compelled to desist. Baldwin, 
who has served as Earlston’s manager 
in the balloon business, was also 
charged by the girl with having con- 
tinually made threatening gestures- at 
her while she was testifying... After 
the men were “‘lectured”’ by the court, 
the examination of the witness pro- 
ceeded. 

Upon reassembling after the noon 
hour, Mrs. Minot, the girl’s mother, 
was called to the stand and closely 


J.questioned concerning her daughter's 


habits and her knowledge of Eariston’s 
relations with her. The testimony of 
the father, who succeeded Mrs. Minot 
on the witness stand, was along the 
same lines. Minot related the story of 
the girl’s absence from home on the 
night of the assault, of his search and 
final discovery of her in a clothe’ press 
on the following morning in a pros- 
trated condition. ‘Bula,’ he said, 
“had evidently endeavored to hide her- 
self after reaching home. 

“When I found her,” he said, “she 
was in a hysterical condition and ex- 
pressed repeatedly the wish that she 
were dead. I immediately forced a 
confession from her and started out to 
find Earlston. I did tot meet him, 
however, until the night I ran across 
him coming out of the theater with a 
woman whom I did not know. I com- 
pelled him to accompany me to my 
home where, he made a complete con- 
fession. I told Earlston that I was de- 
termined to have him punished, and 
that if the courts could not reach him 
I would take the law into my own 
hands.”’ 

Earlston’s bonds were fixed at $2500, 
and the case will come up for trial 
before Judge Smith early in Septem- 
ber.

CALIFORNIA’S VACATION SEASON. 

A feeble movement is being made 
toward extending the school vacation 
until some time close upon the end 
of the hot season, but it is being op- 
posed because it will affect the earn- 
ings of teachers. It would seem a 
simple proposition to extend the 
school term at the other end of the 
year as much as is taken off it at 
this end; but perhaps that is too com- 
plicated to meet the understanding of 
the powers that be. The fact remains 
that the is coming when the 
school year ix California will be made 
to conform to the California season, 
and not to the season of Illinois or 
Florida; and why that time should 
not be now as well as in one or two 
or-three years from now, is not alto- 
gether clear. 

Under our present system, as has 
been pointed out in Tue TIVES more 
than once, parents and children are 
called home from the summer outing 
at the seaside just at that time of 


on. hand. for the opening of school, 
and they are compelled to begin their 
¥wacation season when the weather in 
town is the pleasantest of all the year. 
Common sense, as well as common 
humanity, would seem to make argu- 
ment or comment on this question one 
of superfluity. It is little short of 
criminal to shut children up in school 
rooms in the heated months of the 
year, when the temper of teacher and 


application to study is out of the 
question. A reform in this respect 
cannot be much longer delayed. 

It is summer when it is hot, and 
not when the almanac says it is sum- 
mer. Our hottest months are August, 
September and October—the two latter 
months being the most trying of the 
three. Tue Ties speaks for both 
parents and pupils in asking that the 
authorities change the vacation season 
to. the time of year which is most 
undesirable indoors. A_ stubborn 
gtanding fast upon the existing ar- 
rangement is foolish and cruel, and 
there should be an end of it. The fall 
term: of school ought not to begin a 
day earlier than October 15, and No- 
vember 1 would probably. be even bet- 
ter. The spring or summer term 
should be extended correspondingly. 
This would be a sensible arrangement 
of the school year, and it is one that, 
sooner or later, is certain to be 
adopted.

A TEXAS IDEA. 

A Populist statesman of the Lone 
Star State—McMinn by name—is out 
with a scheme to save the country 
and bring about.the practical realiza- 


tion of the millenium. Briefly stated, 
| his plan is to “demonetize gold and 


Silver, pay every debt in the language 
of the contract, abolish the banks, 
issue irredeemable fiat money in the 
nature of greenbacks direct to the peo- 
ple, inaugurate government ownership 
of railroads, telegraphs, etc., amend 
the Constitution and enact and collect 
an income tax.” 

It is unnecessary to say that this 
McMinn scheme is one of large dimen- 
sions. That is apparent, even upon a 
superficial and casual inspection. It 
is no petty, 7x9 scheme to capture a 
county office, but it goes down to the 
bed-rock of our system of government, 
as it were, and deals freely with en- 
terprises of great pith and moment. 

There is nothing in the least sur- 
prising in Mr. McMinn’s advocacy of 
the abolition of banks and other 
things obnoxious to him. Nor is his 
proposition to have the government 
issue irredeemable fiat money in the 
nature of greenbacks a surprise, when 
we consider its Populistic source. But, 
considering Mr. McMinn’s scheme as a 


whole, it must be regarded as rather | 


singular that he should contemplate 
the payment of taxes by anybody. 
Even the income tax which he pro- 
poses would be absolutely superfiuous, 
unnecessary and unprofitable from his 
own point of view. It would cost a 
lot of money for the government to 
collect an income tax. A _ horde of 
petty officials would have to be em- 
ployed, and their sérvices would, 
after all, be merely perfunctory. The 
taxes which they would collect would 
all be paid in the “irredeemable fiat 
money in the nature of greenbacks,” 
which the government could grind out 
by the ton at comparatively small ex- 
pense. Why should the government 
go to all the trouble and expense of 
collecting money when it could manu- 
facture it by the carload? Why an- 
noy the citizen by requiring him to 
‘pay taxes of any kind? Why not, at 
once, relieve everybody of this unwel- 
come burden by keeping the govern- 
ment presses running night and day 
(and even Sundays,) if necessary, 
turning out “irredeemable fiat money 
in the nature of greénbacks” in job 
lots? 

And then, what a colossal scheme of 
public improvements could be carried 
out if the government could pay for 
them with unlimited issues of fiat 
money, reeled off from the presses at 
the rate of millions of dollars a min- 
ute! What a powerful navy we could 
build up, literally out of nothing! 
What magnificent public buildings 
would arise, as if by magic, in every 
city and hamlet of the land! 

But words fail to depict, adequately, 
the glorious results which would fol- 
low in the wake of Mr. McMinn’s 
great scheme, if only it could be real- 
ized in such manner that his pro- 
posed “irredeemable fiat money in the 
nature of greenbacks” would circulate 
everywhere at par. Of course, Mr. 
McMinn is enthusiastic and firm in the 
conviction that such a currency would 
not lose a particle of its purchasing 
power as compared to gold. Very 
likely he holds the opinion that gold, 
upon being ‘“demonetized” by the 


United States, would slump to a point |. 


away down below par, sending the ir- 
redeemable fiat money to a handsome 
premium. It is but just to state, 
however, that there are others who do 
not share the Texas statesman’s con- 
victions and enthusiasm: There are 
even those who believe that a ton of 
such money would not’ buy more of 
any commodity that has value than 
it would be worth as junk. The views 
of these pessimists, however, will not 
disturb the equanimity of McMinn— 
McMinn of Texas. The cormorant 
gold-bugs and the money-sharks of 
Wall street will probably conspire (and 
successfully) to defeat the beneficent 
and statemanlike scheme of McMinn. 
But they will never convince him that 
his ideas are impracticable, or that 
they would fail to save the country if 
adopted.

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CAMP LAKE LINDERMAN (North- 


west Territory,) Aug. 7.—The new route, 


from: the cdast to the lakes by thé way 
of the Skaguay Pass is open, and the 


first lot of people numbering about 


ese people are endowed with some 


one hundred and fifty, reached the 
arm or portage between Lakes Lin- 


derman and Tagish on the 5th inst. 


The trail is between forty and fifty 
miles long and can be put in good con- 
dition for horse travel. The horses that 
came in with the first party carried 
from two hundred to two hundred and 
fifty pounds each. The trail terminates 
in a good belt of timber on the lower 
end of Lake Bennett and near the 
sawmill. ~It will no doubt.become the 
most traveled route, and though it is 
twice as long as the Dyea trail, the 
traveling is much easier and pack 
animals. can go over the entire distance. 

The shores of Lake Linderman and 
Bennett are alive with boat-builders. 
Scores of men are cutting the little 
forest near by for timber. Trees are 
felled and towed or carried to the 
yards and then whipsawed into planks. 
That is done by putting the logs upon 
a platform.about seven feet from the 
ground, and then with one man above 
and another below and with a two- 
handled cross-cut saw the operation 
of sawing the logs into lumber com- 
mences. The mill at Lake Bennett 
charges $140 a thousand for sawing 
logs, and to construct an _ ordinary- 
sized boat capable of carrying 5000 


pounds and five men about five hun-. 


dred feet of lumber is necessary. 
The trail from Sheep Camp to Lake 
Linderman is full of hardships, and not 


a few dangers, but the scenery is grand. 


and beyond the powers of human de- 
scription. The trip from Dyea _ to 
Sheep Camp was so fatiguing that Mr. 
Thagard of Seattle, the largest man 
that ever attempted to go over the 
trail, decided to remain there for a 
day’s rest. Yesterday morning, after 
a hearty breakfast and with a light 
pack strapped to my back and two 
heavy oars, I started for Lake Linder- 
man. The ascent for the first two 
miles is gradual, crossing considerable 
marshy land, and not a few boulders. 
On either side the eternal snow-capped 
mountains were hid in the clouds. 
Hundreds of waterfalls and cataracts 
come dashing down from the moun- 
tain heighta above,-.and the roar of 
which is occasionally disturbed by the 
shrill blast of a bald-headed eagle. 
Some of the cataracts fall over two 
thousand feet, and dashing against 
iron and granite bowlders until it is 
whipped into a seething foam of white 
spray. The mountains are of volcanic 


formation, indicating a vast upheaval 


during some remote period in ages last 
past, and there are thousands of boul- 


‘ders below weighing half a niillion 


tons each, which are cracked as though 
they had been suddenly immersed in 
cold water while in a molten state. 
This is one of the ideal spots for a 
geologist to study, 

: Two miles from Sheep Camp we came 


‘to Stone House, so called on account of 


the fancied resemblance of a huge stone 
to'a building. At that point the tim- 
ber -belt ends and hardly a spear of 
grass is to be found from there to the 
summit. The walking is tiresome and 
slow and across beds of lava rocks, 
sharp and rugged, and where a false 
step would mean a_ serious injury. 
Heavy spiked shoes are necessary to 
avoid falling and serious injury. One 
or two glaciers are crossed and at the 


‘foot of the summit the traveler comes 


to the “scales.” Some enterprising in- 


‘dividual last winter had the enterprise 


to take a pair of platform scales up 
there. In the early spring over the 
snow and ice sleighs are easily taken 
to this point. A trolley is then rigged 
to haul the freight up to the summit, 
a distance of 5000 feet, with an ascent 
of 2500 feet. 


places down on his hands and knees, 


| and holding onto the ragged edges. of 


boulders to prevent sliding off and fall- 
ing a distance of 20 to 100 feet onto the 
sharp-pointed rocks below. To an inex- 
perienced mountain climber the trail is 
obscure and even dangerous. Fre- 
quently dense embankments of moist- 
ure envelop the summit and a person 
cannot be discerned at a distance of 
fifty feet. As I stepped onto the sum- 
mit with a sigh of relief, thankful that 
I had gotten over the worst part, as I 
thought, I was overtaken by the chill- 
ing blast of a gale from off the glacial 
tops of adjoining mountains, which 
transformed the beads of perspiration 
into particles of ice. A passing In- 
dian, who had carried some of my sup- 
plies over the mountain, put me on the 
right trail and I was soon hurrying 
across snow banks and glaciers. .On 
the lee side of a friendly boulder, which 
shielded me from the wind, I hastily 
partook of a light luncheon and* then 
hurried on for a distance of a quarter 
of a mile. Suddenly I stepped down 
and out of the clouds, and unfolded be- 
fore me was a landscape scene which I 
am unable to describe. The warm, 
bright rays of a noonday sun_ shone 
down on a daintily. green-painted lake, 
rimmed with verdant mosses, and in 
the wa were mirrored the iron- 
capped granite and lime-rocked peaks 
of thé surrounding mountains veiled 
with snow, and further down the blue- 
colored glaciers were truly reflected. 
No mortal artist can duplicate nature’s 
work of art, and the pen of man can 
never correctly describe its beauties. 
The instant transformation the 
bleak, barren summit of storm-swept 
mountains to such a_ semi-tropical 
scene is impressive and inspiring. The 
name given to. this beautiful sheet of 
water is Crater Lake, and is the source 
of the tributaries of the great Yukon 
River, which empties into the sea 38000 
miles from ‘here. The summit is 3800 
feet above the sea level and: the waters 
flowing toward Crater Lake and Dyea 
River are separated by Only a few 
hundred feet. ._. 

Descending the mountain to the lake, 
I crossed dozens of small glaciers, be- 
neath which were roaring torrents of 
water, and’ occasionally large pieces of 
ice would crack, break off. and go 
tumbling . into the waters - below. 
Some of the. glaciers were deeply 
fissured, and the waters beneath are 
gradually wearing away the ice un- 
til in some places it is a mere shell. 
There is much danger of falling 
through into a subterranean passage 
unless the-traveler closely follows the 
Indian trail, which is none too plain. 


To the summit one must) 
|eclimb from rock to «rock, in many 


peculiar instinct which teaches them 
how to avoid such dangers. I nar- 
rowly escaped falling through one of 
the lightly-capped glaciers, and had I 
not been cardying .a large pair 0 
nine-foot oars, which képt me from 
falling through, the accident might 
have -been serious.: After that I was 
careful to follow the Indian paths 
more closely. 
- Crater Lake is two small bodies of 
water with a connecting arm, and em- 
braces possibly 200 acres. The outlet 
is over a lava bed of rough boulders 
to Long Lake, which is about three 
miles long, and is fed by scores of 
glaciers and snow banks. It is nec- 
essary to pass down by the water's 
edge over sharp granite boulders, and 
traveling is tedious, difficult and very 
slow. This sort of walking is a severe 
task on weak ankles, and great care 
must be taken to avoid accidents. 
Abruptly ascending a mountain to 
the right for a distance of 600 feet, the 


pedestrian follows a dim trail to a 


point where a card on a stick in the 
rocks warns him to take the left-hand 
path. It is almost indiscernible, but 
it lessens the distance to Lake Linder- 
man about four miles. From the time 
we left Stone House there was not 
enough shrubbery or wood on the trail 
to start a fire, and the unfortunate 
who is overtaken by night between 
there and Long Lake must sleep among 
the rocks without fire or shelter. he 


distance is about six miles, but-owirg | 


to the rough character” of the coun- 
try, itis équivalent to a dozen or 
fifteen miles. Crossing a wild little 
stream that empties Long Lake into 
Deep Lake, one path led along the 
west shore for a mile, and then over 
a mountain we went, and there lay 
Lake Linderman spread before'us. Up 
to this point since crossing the di- 
vide, the only trees we saw were short 
scrubby pines, scarcely two feet high 
and twisted into all kinds of grotesque 
shapes by the winter’s gales. Around 
the edges of Lake Linderman are 
small trees of about twelve inches in 
thickness and thirty feet high. The 
best timber has been culled out. for 
boat-builaing purposes. 

From fifty to one hundred white 
tents, aS many campfires and nearly 
two hundred péople constitute the lit- 
tle colony of gold-seekers who are 
camped here building boats, and. are 
awaiting an opportunity to sail down 
the river. It is remarkable to note the 
difference in the personnel of the men. 
Only the better and more substantial 
element is able to cope with the hard- 
ships and reach this far, it would seem; 
and the less persevering, or what might 
more properly be termed the lazier 
classes, are to be found scattered along 
the trail between Dyea and Sheep 
Camp bemoaning and bewailing the 
hardships they are undergoing. They 
are having a picnic, if they only real-: 
ize that much, as compared with what 
they will experience after passing 
Sheep Camp. 

There is only one saloon at Lake 
Linderman and it is doing a thriving 
business in a tent. Without a license 
or other lawful restrictions, and with 
the poorest quality of liquors’so di- 


luted as to be unrecognizable to the 


fastidious taste of experienced epicures, 
the proprietor is coining money by sell- 
ing drinks at 50 cents each. A bottle 
of whisky is worth $15. As the In- 
dians arrive in from the coast with 
their.packs and receive their stipends, 
averaging about $30, they are inveigled 
into the saloon and made drunk. A few 
drinks and a bottle of vile concoction 
called whisky and they are broke, and 
after sobering up are ready to “hit the 
trail” and get another pack. Some of 
the nights are- made wild and hideous 
with midnight orgies by these natives. 

Much skill is displayed by‘ amateurs 
in building serviceable boats and 
scows. Generally four or five people 
with outfits weighing two tons will 
club in together and build «a 
double-ended scow or flat-bottom 
skiff. The timber used is of soft 
pine and’ is easily worked. The boats 
are about twenty-four feet long, five 
and one-half feet beam and three and 


one-half feet depth of hold and two 


sets of‘oars. They are stiff, and with 
a little experience are easily> handled 
in rough water. A mast is easily put 
in and a small canvas sail greatly as- 
sists in the locomotion. Many people 
go from here to Lake Bennett on rafts, 
where the timber is larger and more 
plentiful, and have logs manufactured 
into lumber: by. a sawmill that is lo- 
cated there. Between Linderman and 
Bennett there is a small portage and 
the boat must be dropped down over 
the falls by the use of guy ropes. . 
This afternoon the mail carrier for 
the Yukon arrived from Seattle with 
a few letters for the local colony. He 
had copies of the San Francisco, New 
York and Seattle papers, and the news 
that most affected the prospectors was 
the Ottawa dispatch of July 27 regard- 
ing the imposition of a royalty of °20 
per cent. by the Canadian government. 


I talked with a score of conservative 


and level-headed men, who declared 
that if such was the case it would have 
a tendency to cause the development 
of the mining interests on the Ameri- 
can side. The class of people who are 
now going to the mines are built of 
stern character and will act honora- 
bly and justly with all parties, but 
will not tolerate imposition. :

Armed Miners Compel Packers to 
Keep Their Bargain, 

LAKE LINDERMAN (N. W. T.,) 
Aug.* 8.—This has been a day of ex- 
citement on the, Skaguay trail. De- 
termined men who considered that 
their rights had been trampled upon 
drew their rifles and threatened to 
shed human blood unless certain 
agreements heretofore made were ful- 
filled. The men are men of character, 
who tolerate no deception and are will- 
ing to fight for their rights and this 
afternoon their mettle was put to a 
test and they exhibited true nerves of 
steel and won the day. ‘ 

The trouble originated. about the 
packing of miners’ supplies fram Dyea 
to Lake Bennett. The trail was fin- 
ished a few days ago. The promoters 
or openers of the road, it appears, 
had promised to take supplies to the 
lakes for 15 cents a pound if the min- 


ers would turn out in a body an assist | 


in clearing the trail and corduroying 
the roadbed. The proposition was ac- 
cepted arid fulfilled. The arrival of 
several hundred prospectors from Se- 
attle with nearly 250 tons of supplies 


caused the rate to advance to $25 a. 


hundred-weight. The packers  ig- 
nored their former verbal agreement 
and began soliciting business at the 
new schedule of rates. Much of the 


supplies had been taken half way and 


left by the roadside before the trail 
was completed. The men had worked 
hard and faithfully, from early morn- 
ing until late at night, and in sullen 
silence, mixed with not a little tinge 
of disgust, not to make use of a harder 
term, saw the new-comers passing 
over the trail and on toward the gold 
fields of the north. 


An informal miners’ meeting con- 


vened.. The situation was calmly and. 


deliberately discussed and the utmost. 
order prevailed. Not a man flinched 
when the chairman asked if all pres- 
ent would abide by the action of the 
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majority, and every prospecter present 
who had contributed his labor toward 
opening the trail signified his willing- 
ness to act as directed by the meeting. 
A committee was appointed, and re- 
ported by recommending that the man- 
agement be forced to live up to their 


-agreement by the use of firearms. Not 


a dissenting voice was raised. The as- 


semblage adjourned and in an hour 150} 


determined and wronged men armed 
with Winchestérs, shotguns, pistols 
and pick handles stood by the roadside 
and halted the pack train as it was re- 
turning to Skaguay from the lakes for 
another load of supplies at 25 cents 
per pound. 

“Halt!” came the command in clear 
and ringing tones, and fifty head of 
pack horses came to a standstill. The 
situation was explained to the head 
packer. At first he was inclined to 
pass on and obey the commands of his 
employers, but the sight of arms in the 
hands of determined men changed his 
opinion. The horses were turned 
about and new packs placed on their 
backs and started for the lakes. In a 
short’ time the men’s supplies were 
landed at Lake Bennett and the pack- 
ers were paid at the rate of $15 a hun- 
dred, and the men were careful to see 
that no one other than those who as- 
sisted in the opening of the trail were

CANADIAN COSTUMES. 


Duties Collected Fairly and not on 
Outfits. 

LAKE LINDERMAN, (N. W. T.,) 
August 8—The Canadian customs 
officers have established a  cus- 
tom-house at the arm between Tagish 
and. Bennett lakes, and are inspect- 
ing all miners’ supplies entering the 
Northwest Territory. Duty is not ex- 
acted on ordinary and necessary sup- 
plies, consisting of plain, common 
food and clothing, weighing 1000 pounds 
or less. It is reckoned that amount 
will last a miner one year. The offi- 
cers are inclined to act in an im- 
partial manner and free from discrim- 
ination. They are particularly after 


‘the liquor and tobacco smugglers and 


are reported to have already seized 
a considerable quantity of whisky. 
The officers are determined to put a 
stop to this class of smuggling and 
will use every effort to promote the 
immigration of American miners for 
the purpose of development of Cana- 
dian territory. 

From twenty to thirty people in 
large boats and scows, which have an 
average carrying capacity of 4000 
pounds and six or seven people, are 
leaving every day for the Stewart 
River and Kiondyke mines. Hundreds 
of people have landed on the coast 
with from 800 to 1200 pounds of sup- 
plies, but when they reached here they 
had discarded to about 500 pounds, 
and that has been about the average 
each man has taken during the last 
few weeks when leaving for the mines. 
Boats that are ordinarily worth $40 


or $50, are selling for $150, and any /’ 


kind of skilled carpenter labor is worth 
from $6. to $8 a day. Provisions are 
very high. The cost of packing from 
Dyea has advanced to 27 cents a 
pound. The cost of a sack of flour 
laid down here is about $17, and one 
sack sold yesterday for $25. A man 
cannot get a meal of bacon, bread and 
coffee at Lake Linderman for less than 
$1.25, and is fortunate at that price.

PRUSSIAN RAILROADS. 


Have More Than Justified Argument 
for Government Ownership. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.| 

WASHINGTON, August 24.—Consul 
Monaghan at Chemnitz, Germany, has 
sent to the State Department a re* 
port.on Prussian railroads. ‘State 
ownership of railroads,” he says, “plays 
an important part in Prussia’s finances. 
Earning enormous sums, serving com- 
merce and manufacturers in times of 
peace and for all strategic purposes 
in times of war, they have more than 
justified the arguments that urged the 
government to own them and the 
liberal policies that have put them 
down and pushed them out into all 
parts of the empire.” 

The receipts for 1896-97 have gone 
Pbeyond the estimate of the budget 
of 1,020,592,440 marks, and the estimate 
for 1897-98 is 1,110,210,850 marks, while 
the total income of the kingdom -is 
only slightly more than 2,000,000 marks. 
After giving statistics in some detail, 
the Consul continues: 

“No other branch of public property 
pays so surely and so well. 
certainty of the receipts of this size, 
the ease with which they are obtained, 
and their cash character, render them 
the most. useful of all the moneys 
turned into the public treasury. How 
successfully they are run in other re- 
spects, whether better than they would 
have been under private ownership, it 
is hard to say. The State has had 
its hands on the road from the very 
beginning. Seeing successfully 
they would aid armies and also how 
necessary they would be to the de- 
velopment of the empire, Prussia did 
not hestitate to take the railroads over 
to the State. | | 

“There quasi-public character has 
helped the people to understand that 
they should be controlled at least, i 
not owned, by.the State. The tendenc 
all ‘over the empire is toward State 
ownership of all kinds of transporta- 
tion facilities, as well as of telegraphs, 
telephones and other means of cOm- 
munication.”

P. Wood, & Co., of the Corn Exchange 
said: “The outlook depends, in my 
opinion,,on the financial situation on 
the other side. If there is no money 
trouble in the United States, I be- 
lieve wheat will go up another 20 cents. 
They are importing wheat this year 
from America to the Cuban provinces, 
where they have never imported it be- 
fore..

Shares and Money.

NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—The opening of the 
stock market this morning showed a lively 
reawakening of outside interest, as indicated 
by a large volume of commission-house orders 
which had come into brokers’ offices over 
night, and which kept up an animated tone 
in the dealings during most o€ the morn:ng. 
There were also heavy buying orders for large 
individual interests, and the prices of some 
stocks topped the year’s record. The preferred 
stocks of -teorganization companies were quite 
prominent, and the shares of southwestern 
roads were strong and continued firm all day. 
The Grangers were leaders in point of activ- 
ity and strength, but the realizing ‘sales were 
heavy at a given point in their advance, 
forming a barrier. The course of the wheat 
market was watched with Interest. So far 
as its decline was due to refugations of crop- 
damage rumors, it helped the stock market. 
But when the cable brought news of a break 
in England, a decreased demand for wheat, 
stocks responded with a sympathetic decline. 
The falling-off of prices of American securi- 
ties in London was ignored at the open ng 
here, partly because it was attributed to the 
settlement which begins tomorrow. But later 
in the day the cable reported. the London 
market heavy on the tenor of the news from 
India, London advices also reporting that the

COMPRESSED AIR ROAD. 


Reduction in Commission of Insur- 
ance Agents—Important Meeting 
of the Pasadena Board of Fire 
Underwriters — Seventh-Day Ad- 
ventists—Laying New Tracks. 


Aug. 24.—[Regular Corre- 
“wpondence.] Soon the facilities for Pasadena 
people'to reach Los Angeles, or the residents 
of the latter. city. to visit Pasadena, will be 
so complete that oné may go at almost any 
minute of the day either way. Already three 
steam roads and an electric road furnish ex- 
cellent transportation facilities; a few days 
ago articles of thcorporation for a cycleway 
were filed, and now to the above is to be 
added another connecting link between the 
two cities, and the latest is to be run by 
neither electricity nor steam, but compressed 
air 


There are two gentlemen now stopping in 
Los’ Angeles, and who have been there sev- 
eral weeks, who have been quietly at work 
with the assistance of a’‘couple of Pasadena 
rédl estate men, securing rights-of-way for a 
néw road between the two cities. These gen- 
tlemen represent eastern and northern capi- 
talists, and have kept the matter very quiet 
uatil now that they have secured a right-of- 
way for a majority of the distance. 

It is now known that the proposed new 
road will be run by compressed air, and that 
t will come from the Bastside Park in an 

Imost direct line to this city, and will pass 
over the Estudillo & Glassell property south 
of Pasadena. It was originally intended to 
come through the Estudillo Cafion, but it has 
been finally decided to run the line a short 
distance to the west of it. In all probability 
it will traverse a portion of the distance over

PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION OF 
WILLIAM SCHUTTE. 

A Case That May Involve Much 
Greater Interests Than at Pres- 
ent Appear—Silkwood Will Prob- 
ably Have Chehalis for Running 
Mate—Bond Purchasers. 


SANTA ANA, Aug. 24. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] One entire day has been con- 
sumed with the preliminary examination of 
William Schutte; who is held for resisting 
Sheriff Nichols in his attempt to oust Schutte 
from his claim on the San Joaquin ranch. 
The examination was not concluded with to- 
day’s session, though Schutte will likely be 
held to answer to the charge. The maguitude 
of the interests involved prevents the attor- 
neys for the defense from bringing out any 
of their surprises in this preliminary trial. 
They are waiting to “‘spring’’ them in the 
Superior Court, and from the leads they have 
taken it is plainly evident that the validity of 
the title of the Irvine.Company, the jurisdic- 
tion of the Superior Court, and the authority 
of Sheriff Nichols will all be inquired into, 
any one of which would make a fight that 
might be prolonged all summer. 

As already indicated in The Times, the Set- 
tlers’ League is taking an active interest in 
| the development of the case, They have as- 
sisted in securing evidence, and have given 
notice of their intention to stand by their 
fellow-member..Schutte. Col. Parris, presi- 
dent of the league in these parts, is an inter- 
ested spectator. . 

The examination of Sheriff Nichols occu- 
pied the morning session in Judge Hunting- 
ton’s court. The Sheriff gave evidence. as to 
his enthartty to execute the order of the 
court, and the writ of restitution which he 
obeyed in dispossessing Schutte of the prup- 
erty was introduced in evidence. 

C. F. Krauss, the agent of the Irvine Com- 
pany, also testified. The evidence was mainly 
to show that Schutte offered resistance to the 
Sheriff and:threatened to kill him if he were 
allowed to get within reach of his gun. . 

There are several points on which the de- 
fense offers to make it hot for the Irvine Com- 
pany, as to the right to dump Schutte’s goods 
on the public highway, ana to break up and 
otherwise destroy his boats and fish nets 
which lay on the beach at tidewater. The case 
will be continued tomorrow. ; 


KLAMATH OR CHEHALIS. 


Silkwood and Klamath or Silkwood and 
Chehalis will be the combination that will at- 
tract horsemen to the races this year. It is 
almost certain that either one or both of these 
horses will be here in time to be matched 
ngainst ‘‘Orange county’s pride’’ two months 
hence. Chehalis is in Montana, while Kla- 
math is racing on the eastern circuit, but 
before many weeks both will be headed toward 
California, and if prsecnt indications do not 
fail they may drift down this way in time 
to give Silkwood a chance to show his speed. 

It has been feared for some time that Silk- 
wood would have no worthy competitor this 
year, and that it would be a difficult matter 
to secure a horse to go against him with any 
show of putting him to a test of speed. Con- 
sequently there has en a considerable 
amount of speculation as to the advisability 
of opening a special race between Silkwood 
and some other horse of ‘the same class.

DEFECTIVE TITLE TO NEW STATE 
NORMAL SCHOOL SITE. 
Crowell Located in Indiana—Charges 

Made Against Banner Citizens. 


San Diego Flyers at Santa Ana 
Capture of Youthful Burglers. 


SAN DIEGO, August 24.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Chief of Police Russell of this 
city, after many weeks’ hard work, has suc- 
ceeded in locating John Leonard Crowell, who 
operated in this city about-a year ago, dur- 
ing which time, it is alleged; he mulcted a 
number of sea captains and others out of 
verious sums of money through a bogus in- 
surance company. He is also accused of em- 
bezzling several hundred dollars on a propo- 
sition to go into the guano-shipping business 
from the lower coast, while living in Evans- 
ville, Ind., under.the name of Leonard Jor- 
don.

Through some alleged technicality the Chief 
of Police here has not been able to obtain 
a warrant for his man, ‘and it is ‘probable 
now that the fellow will not be brought to 
the Coast. 

Chief Russell states that he has five differ- 
ent charges against him, Crowell is also in 
trouble in Contra Costa county, this State, 
where, it is understood, he is wanted on 
several charges, the principal one being 
grand larceny of a horse, buggy .and har- 
ness. Crowell represented the mythical 
Globe Marine Insurance Company of Boston, 
Sane here, and was located at No. 915 Fourth 
street. 

‘ABSTRACT NOT GOOD, 

Word has been received in this city from 
the Attorney-General that the abstract of 
title to the site on University Heights for 
the new State Normal School building is de- 
fective, and therefore a deed of the same to 
the State for school purposes cannot be ac- 
cepted.

HEADQUARTERS OF RAILROAD 
COMING BACK TO STAY. 


A Water Famine in Prospect Unless 
Waste is Prevented—A Sonambu- 
list—Building Up the Ruins—Dead 
on the Desert—Brevities. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 24. — [Regular 
Correspondence.] Inthe early days of rail- 
road building, every move was to be followed 
by either the location of railroad shops, or at 
least a division headquarters. The shops of 
San Bernardino were looked upon with en- 
vious eyes by Riverside and other localities, 
and many a man lay awake nights to devise 
some scheme to corral them. The offices of 
the division superintendent and other neces- 
sary officials that were located here were 
also a continual thorn in the flesh to outside 
burgs, until at last Los Angeles grasped the 
situation and everything in sight, except the 
shops, and these were retained here only by 
a very slender thread of influence. Now the 
tide is about to turn and all that was taken 
away is to be brought back, and much more 
with it. Monday brought a dozen or more of 
the officials of the Southern California (Santa 
Fé system) from Los Angeles, and where the 
head of the house could not get away, his 
wife came to search the city over for houses 
in which to reside. They were very reticent, 
but very anxious in regard to their future 
quarters. The inquiries came from a number 
of the different branches of the head offices 
of the road, which means the putting back 
here all that was taken away, and making 
this the headquarters for the whole desert 
division. This has been expected ever since 
the deal by which the Sanra Fé got control of 
the Atlantic and Pacific, and now that it has 
come, it means another boom for San Ber- 
nardino, and greater convenience to the com- 
pany in the transaction of its business. 

WASTE OF WATER. 

The city water supply of 100 miner’s inches 
is run into a reservoir to the northwest of 
town and piped down under good pressure. 
Monday the zanjero notified the superintend- 
ent that there was 110 inches being used at 
present. A detective has been at work un- 
earthing a number of surreptitious users of 
water, who will increase the receipts for 
water rents materially... One group of seven 
houses had the water piped to one and taken 
from that pipe to the others, so that only one 
of the seven paid’ rental. ‘As they all be- 
longed to one man, thé profit was consider- 
able. During July thirty-five néw connections 
were made with the mains, and twelve dur- 
ing the first haJf of August. In view of the 
small supply it. it doubtful how long this can 
last and all hands get’a rupply. There is a 
great waste, and it is. probable that water 
meters will be put in, when the supply will 
do for at least twice the present number cf 


consumers.

RIVERSIDE, Aug. 24.—([Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A meeting of the County Board 
of Supervisors was held Tuesday. The gen- 
eral plans for a new courthouse, as submitted 
by a committee composed of Supervisors Dun- 
bar, Shaner and Compton, were approved, ar- 
ticles of agreement were signed for the con- 
struction of the edifice with Frank A. Miller, 
and Mr. Miller’s. bonds to insure the faithful 
performance of the work were accepted and 
filed. 

This settles the long-discussed and much- 
vexed courthouse problem to the entire sat- 
isfaction of a great majority of the people of 
Riverside, for the arrangement entered into 
not only insures suitable and modern quar- 
ters for the county officials, but paves the 
way for the erection of a magnificent tourist 
hotel, which will fill a long-felt want. 

The terms of the agreement entered into 
today by the Supervisors and Mr. Miller, pro- 
vide for the erection of a portion of the'pro- 
posed new Glenwood Hotel, for the exclusive 
use of the county officials. {n round numbers, 
10,000 square feet will be set apart for office 
purposes, and, instead of occupying three 
floors of the building, as originally contem- 
plated, the offices will be confined to the first 
and second floors. The uew building will be 
located on Main street north of Seventh, and 
adjoining the Y.M.C.A. building on the south. 
The ground floor, with a frontage of eighty 
feet on Main street, will be set apart for the 
use of the Recorder, the Tax Collector, Treas- 
urer and Auditor, and the County Clerk, who 
will occupy a spacious apartment 126x47 in the 
rear. Ail of these offices will be supplied 
with fire-proof vaults of suitable dimensions. 
On the second floor will be located the Su- 
perior Court room, off which will open the 
judge’s library and chambers. On this floor 
will also be found roomy quarters for the 
Supervisors, Superintendent of Schools, the 
Horticultural Commissioners, the District At- 
torney, the Sheriff, the Assessor, the Sur- 
veyor, and a juryroom. The Supervisors will 
agree upon all the details of the pians nox 
later than September 14, and work on the 
building will be begun shortly after, in order 
to insure its completion by June 1 next, by 
which date the building is to be ready for 
occupancy. It is to be leased by the county 
for a term of five years from that date at 
‘a monthly rental of $350, with the privilege 
of renewing the lease for a like period and 
on like terms, if desired. 

For the faithful performance of his part of 
the contract, Mr. Miller submitted a_ bond, 
which was promptly accepted, with himself as 
principal in the sum of $5000, and the follow- 
ing gentlemen as sureties in the sum of $500 
each: Ed E. Miller, George H. Dole, George 
Frost, E. F. Kingman, J. A. Simms, George 
N. Reynolds, W. A. Purington, Bradford 
Morse, 8S. la Rue, H. W. Bardwell, E. P. 
Clarke, C. R. Stebbins, W. H. Davis, M. J. 
Daniels and James Mills. 

An additional bond, to provide for any pos- 
sible expense the county might be subjec.ed 
to in the case of a temporary removal of the 


pletion at the stipulated time of the new 
structure, was presented and accepted, as 
follows: Frank A. Miller, $1000; Ed E. Mil- 
ler, A. J. Condee, J. Van de Grift and B. B. 
Bush, each $250. 

Chairman Shaner and Supervisors A. Comp- 
ton, F». M. Dunbar and J. M. Edmiston, were 
present at Tuesday’s meeting, and Superv sor 
Thompson, who has opposed the project from 
the start, was absent. The proceedings were, 
therefore,. harmonious. 

CLAIM DENIED. 

RIVERSIDE, Aug. 24.—Another hole was 
knocked in the County Government Law of 
1897, today by Judge Ballard of Orange county, 
sitting for Judge Noyes of this county. The 
decision was rendered in the case of County 
Recorder E. H. Gruwell, who sued the county 
to recover money due for Copying records. 
The-new law provided that the Recorder of 
this county should receive $100 a month sal- 
ary and 5 cénts a folio for copying. The 
Supervisors refused ‘to pay the bill for copy- 
ing, and the case was taken into court by the 
Recorder. Judge Bullard decides that the 
law so far as it applies to the Recorder’s case 
was special legislation and therefore void. 
The grounds for the decision are that the law 
provided that the terms of the law applying 
to the Recorder went into effect on the pas- 
sage of the law, while in the case of other 
county officers the changes affecting them 
do not become operative until after their 
terms expire; in other words, apply to new 
Officers elected at the next election. The de- 
cision places the Recorder's office under the 
old law so far as his salary is concerned.
